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Since the invention according to claim 1 lacks novelty and 
does not involve an inventive step the remaining claims form 
four groups of inventions: 

Invention I: Claims 2-8, 10-12 relating to a method to add a 
frame alignment word to the transmitted symbols , where the 
frame alignment word indicates the predetermined positions of 
symbols in a frame modulated according to a first or a second 
keying method. 

Invention II: Claim 9 relating to a method to measure, 
calculate and determine which symbols, in a received frame, 
are modulated according to the first and second keying method. 

Invention III: Claims 13-16 relating to a method to weight an 
error signal with a weighting function. The weighting function 
improves the Phase Looked Loop (PLL) in the receiver. 

Invention IV: Claim 17 relating to a method to use forward 
error correction coding. 
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
